You 
will  then  clothe  in  regalia,  and  give  six  raps  at  the 
inner  door;  the  inside  sentinel  will  answer  by  giving 
two,  he  will  then  open  the  wicket,  to  him  you  will 
give  the  Password,  and  he  will  admit  you  You  will 
then  advance  to  the  center  of  the  room  and  give  the 
Salutation  to  the  G.  C.  thus  : It  will  be  an- 
swered by  the  Chair  thus : .     You   will  then

G.  Con.  and  Associate,  it  is  your  duty  to  report  all 
who  have  not  the  Password,  and  to  introduce  new 
Representatives-elect.  May  you  prove  worthy  guides 
indeed,  not  onlv  here  but  through  all  the  walks  of 
life. 
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G.  Orator  and  Associate,  you  are  expected  to  set 
forth,  on  all  proper  occasions,  the  merits  of  our  Order 
as  a  reforming  and  benevolent  organization,  working 
under  the  banner  of  Total  Abstinence  from  the  sale  of 
all  intoxicating  beverages.  Look  well  to  your  duty, 
and  thus  show  your  devotion  to  our  cause. 

The  G.  Prelate  and  Associate,  you  are  to  conduct 
the  devotional  exercises  of  this  Grand  Lodge. 

W.  G.  Treasurer  and  Associate,  it  is  your  duty  to 
receive  from  the  G.  Secretary  all  moneys  of  the  G.  L. 
and  to  keep  them  a  sacred  trust,  subject  to  the  order 
of  this  G.  Lodge;  and  to  be  paid  out  only  upon  the 
drafts  of  its  Executive  Officers.

the  various  ceremonies  of  this  Grand  Lodge.  The  G. 
Con.  will  escort  you  to  your  several  positions,  and 
clothe  you  in  the  regalia  of  your  offices. 
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Worthy  Grand  Chief  and  Associate,  D.  G.  Chief 
and  G.  C.  Associate,  confiding  in  your  integrity  the 
G.  L.  have  entrusted  to  you  the  executive  manage- 
ment of  this  G.  L.,  the  highest  honor  they  could  con- 
fer upon  you.  Be  courteous,  impartial,  prompt.  Upon 
the  proper  discharge  of  your  duties  the  unity  of  the 
G.  L.  depends.  Confiding  in  your  wisdom,  modera- 
tion and  fidelity,  I  now  invest  you  with  the  regalia  of 

your  offices,    and  proclaim  Bro. ,  Grand 

Chief,  and  Sister ,   Deputy  G.  Chief,    and 

Bro.  and  Sister D.  G.  C's  Associate,  for 

the  current  year,  until  your  successors  are  elected  and 
installed.  The  G.  Con.  will  escort  the  D.  G.  C.  to  his 
seat.  The  W.  G.  C.  and  associate  will  please  be 
seated  at  the  right  hand,  and  to  the  left  of  the  presid- 
ing P.  G.  Chief. 

The  G.  Con.  here  presents  the  G.  C.  and  Associate  whose 
term  of  office  has  just  exvired  and  says  :
